CRIMINAL TABLES FOR THE YEAR 1849. 



Explanations and Calculations with reference to the accompanying Tables. 



The following Tables are compiled from Returns made to the Local Inspectors 
of the Gaols by the Clerks of the Crown and Peace, pursuant to 7 Geo. IV., 
chap. 74 ; and being compared with the records of each gaol, furnish a state- 
ment of the amount of crime in the respective counties in Ireland, as shown 
by the number of persons committed for trial during the year 1849. 

Tables have also been prepared, showing for each county, separately, the 
sex of the persons committed, their age, and degree of instruction, so far as 
these particulars can be ascertained. 

Summaries are annexed, showing at one view the total number of persons 
committed for trial or bailed in each county in Ireland collectively", the de- 
scription of offence with which charged, and the result of Hie proceedings. 

The Criminal Returns for 1849 present an increase of 8,467 committals* 
or 8'99 per cent, as compared with preceding year. 
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The gross number of committals for a period of seven years, ending 1849, 
was as follows : —

Considered as to their character, in Class No. 1, “ Offences against the 
person with violence,” the criminal records appear in a favourable light. 
There is a decrease under the head of “ Murder” of 25, as compared with the 
preceding year, ox 12*83 per cent.

Of the 170 committed for Murder, in 1849, 138 were acquitted on trial. 

The committals for “ Shooting at, stabbing, &c.,” have also diminished 
from 110 to 66, or 40 per cent. ; while, on the other hand, those for 
“Manslaughter” have slightly increased, viz., from 166 to 173. 

Committals for “ Rape” have also decreased from 62 in 1847, and 56 in 
1848, to 43 in 1849 ; while the decrease in “ Assaults” is 514, or 10*24 per 
cent. 

In Class No. 2, “ Offences against property with violence,” the crimes 
“ Sacrilege, “ Burglary, and “ Robbery,” exhibit an increase, respectively, of 
25, 121, & 57, over 1848. 

In Class No. 3, the increase has arisen chiefly in “ Cattle-stealing,” under 
the several heads of that crime, and “Larceny;” the committals for the former 
being 1,699, and for the latter, 1,734, in advance of those for the preceding 
year. 
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In Class No. 4, “ Malicious offences against property,” tliere is a further 
increase, under the head “ Arson,” of 55 ; •while in “ Killing or maiming cat- 
tle,” there is a decrease of 322, or more than GO per cent. 

Class No. 5, “Offences against the currency,” shows an increase of 69 over 
those in 1848, 41 of which are under the head “ Buying, procuring, having, 
&c., counterfeit coin.” 

In Class No. G, the increase is principally under the heads of “ Riot” and 
■“ Rescue,” the former being 279, and the latter 557, more than in 1848. In 
“Administering and taking unlawful oaths,” there is also an increase of 62; 
hut in “ Perjury, and subornation of do.,” there is a decrease of 17. 

Of the 38 capital sentences passed, 15 were executed, viz., 13 for Murder, 
1 for Shooting at, and 1 for Solicitation to Murder ; 20 were commuted to 
Transportation for Life ; and 3 for 14 years.
